Mussolini has struck at Abyssinia, and the 
war is on. Italian troops crossed the somewhat 
indefinitely located borderline on Wednesday 
and Italian airmen bombed Adowa 

One point is thus settled beyond any future 
question of doubt or quibble: Italy struck the 
first blow, and thereby assumes the role of the 
aggressor. Haile Selassie, whatever his faults 
and whatever his intentions, kept his troops 
in their own territory and his country within 
the letter of the obligations it assumed when 
it joined the League of Nations.

Premier Mussclini also clears up ar 
that may have been entertained in 
as to what he is aiming at.

So I] Duce declared in his nation-wide broad- 
cast to the Italian people while his troops 
Poured across the border to seize “a little soil 
under the sun.” That is the officially announced 
objective; the exact term employed.

The end justifies 
the means; might makes right; and all] the rest

Dinner: Salisbury steak; cooked carrots; salad 
of artichoke hearts (canned); *pumpkin sweet- 
meat. 

WEDNESDAY—Break fast: Wholemeat muf- 
fins with peanut butter: stewed figs.

Dinner: Vegeiable soup: broiled steak 
with mushrooms; baked beets; salad of shred- 
ded lettuce; pineapple whip.

*PUMPKIN SWEETMEAT — Scrape the 
seeds and pithy membrane from a pumpkin 
about five inches in diameter, after having 


sliced off the top in one piece to resemble a lid. 
Fill pumpkin with the following mixture: One 
part chopped nuts (walnuts, almonds or 
pecans); two parts seedless raisins; two parts 


sliced or chopped apples; two parts dates, 
seeded and chopped. Return the lid to the 
pumpkin and place in moderate oven. Bake 


until apples are tender; testing by mashing with 
a fork. Serve from the shell, either hot or cold. 
The portions should be small, topped with 
whipped cream if desired; or a little juice from 
the stewed fruit may be served. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Brunhilde B. inquires: “Please 
tell me some kind of remedy to use when my 
corn is so painful that I can’t walk on that foot? 
I tried using some kind of acid and succeeded in 
burning the part of the toe around the-cern.” 

ANSWER—If the corn is causing such ex- 
treme pain that you can hardly walk, it is not 
particularly advisable for you to use a bome 
treatment. I advise that you see a chiropodist. 
If an acid strong enough to eat away the corn 
is applied unskillfully, there is always a danger 
that the adjacent flesh will be burned by its 
application. When you get relief from the corn, 
be sure to start wearing better fitting shoes 
which will not rub on the toe and cause the 
formation of another corn. 

QUESTION—Mrs. T. K. inquires: “Can you 
please tell me through your column of a com- 
pound that can be mixed at home to impart the 
color to hair which has become gray?” 

ANSWER—If you wish a preparation for 
imparting color to hair which has turned gray, 
I-do not particularly advise that you try to use 
a home-made mixture. It is better to purchase 
a commercial preparation in order that you may 
be more sure of obtaining the desired result. 
Read the labe] on the preparation carefully, 
and be sure that you purchase a hair dye which 
is not injurious. 

QUESTION—H. K. “Does a rise in 
temperature of from one-fifth to three-fifth of 
a degree signify and bodily disease? This rise 
comes sometimes in the morning, but generally 
in the afternoon.” 

ANSWER—Such a slight rise in temperature 
does not indicate any specific disease. Most 
people are below normai in temperature during 
the morning and come up to normal in the 
afternoon. Normal temperature undoubtedly 
varies with different people

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1796 there was 
born at Queenston, Niagara, a boy 
who was to be both soldier and 
author of note. Son of Dr. Rob- 


ert Richardson, physician and 
judge, John Richardson was lucky 
in his domestic training. His 


grandmother. of French descent, 
used to tell the boy stories of the 
Indian wars and of the siege of 
Detroit by Pontiac, in which she 
was besieged. His mother was a 
linguist of ability and taught the 
boy French, Latin and _ Italian, 
When only 16, John served in the 
militia, but had the bad luck to 
be taken prisoner at Moravian- 
town and was for months in a 
filthy jail. When prisoners were 
exchanged in 1814, Richardson 
went to England in the hope of 
fighting against Napoleon, but 
this failed and it was not until 
1834 that Richardson joined the 
Spanish Legion, won his majzr- 
ity and the cross of St. Ferdinand. 

Returning to Canada, he setiled 
at Brockville, editing ‘ine New 
Era and Canadian Chroricle, and 
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By FRED WILLIAMS 


then two years as editor of The 
Canadian Loyalist. He became 
superintendent of police on the 
Welland canal, but when that of- 
fice was abolished and he had to 
go to Montreal, where he found 
that, although his books were 
praised, they did not se], and he 
went to New York, where he died 
in poverty, May 12, 1852. 

Among the treasures he wrete 
for later generations were: “Te- 
cumseth, or The Warrior of the 
West"; “Wacousta, or The Pro- 
phecy”; “A Tale of the Canadas"; 
“The Canadian Brothers, or The 
Prophecy Fulfilled”; “The War of 
1812"; “Hardscrabble”; “Wau-non- 
gee, or The Massacre of Chicago”: 
“The Monk Knight of St. John”; 
and “Westbrook, or The Outlaw”; 
the latter four being of the dime 
novel school, to which Richard- 
son was reduced in order to live 
in his later years. Young Canzo- 
dians of the present day coulda do 
worse than ask their public lib- 
raries for the writings of John 
Ricnadrson, the Canadian soldier.

INEXORABLE ECONOMIC 
LAWS 

Editor Bulletin: Every coun- 
try in the wrold, whether they 
use money or not, is governed 
by inexorable economic laws, For 
most of us, however, to regard 
economic problems in monetary 
terms, is like viewing a land- 
scape through a fog. Let us dis- 
regard money for a moment. 
Imagine a moneyless community, 
where a wise and good dictator 
“rations” everything that is pro- 
duced. It is self-evident that the 
total “income” of the community 
consists of the total of goods and 
services, that are provided by 
the collective industry. Everyone 
will be the poorer if anyone fails 
to do his share of the work; if 
a single pair of capable hands 
is idle. Secondly, every new in- 
vention, every labor-saving ma- 
chine is a boon to the community. 
It makes possible for every citi- 
zen either more leisure or more 
luxury; either shorter working 
hours or a higher standard of 
living. Thirdly, there is a “limited 
market” for everything. Every 
commodity is subject to the law 
of Diminishing Marginal Utility 
(Double your wheat crop, and 
you will only get half as much 
for it; quadruple it and you may 


get next to nothing). Having 
food, man desires raiment. Hav- 
ing raiment he desires shelter, 
Having shelter, he desires com- 
forts, luxuries, refinements of 
life, without end. 

Until there is nothing else that 
it would be nice to have; until 
we cannot think of any further 
enrichment or embellishment of 
life, there will be useful work 
waiting to be done. And every 
single one of us will be the 
poorer, if that work if left un- 
done, while materials are avail- 
able, and willing and efficient 
hands are idle. New wants, new 
pleasures, a finer life, must be 
constantly provided — by collec- 
tive action or private enterprise.
